cated that thé accusers might bet- 
ter look to the welfare of the peo- 
ple in their own country, where 
all did not seem to be as well as 
it could be. 

By facts and figures he 
ed that not only was’the land of 
the Soviets; absolutely free from 
a food shortage, but actually there 
was a great surplus: on hand, and 
bread rationing had been. discon- 
tinued for all time. 

Troyanovsky spoke in very plain 
terms concerning the recent. as- 
sassination of Kirov and the kill- 
ing of King Alexander and Bar- 
thou, explaining that the Bolshe?

Fight Fake Unemployed “Tnsurance” 


Typical of the fake unemployment “‘insurance’’ bills calculated 
‘to keep the miasses of workers from struggling for real unemployment 
insurance is Assembly Bill No. 86, a duplicate: of Senate Bill No. 30. 
This bill is more than merely ineffective in alleviating the misery of 
unemployment. It is definilely a vicious blow against the labor move- 
ment. It is a good example of the putting into practice of that 
“*humanilarian’’ note»sounded by the liberul Hatfield . 
|. First of all, it does not “tbenefit” any of the workers at present 
unemployed. The bill provides ‘that ‘Snsurance”” be paid beginning 
with January, 1937-—two years hence. And even then, payments 
donot start immediately. A worker must be unemployed four’ weeks 
before he draws any benefits, and then is to receive one week's 
 bepelit for.every four during which he has contribyted to the reserve 
fund out of his wages while employed! 

. The bill provides specifically (Article 5, Section 57) that a 
vonker 4 is to receive benefits for no more than 13 weeks during a 
“ealendar year, if he has been employed for a period of between 52 
and 103 weeks previoasly and has contributed to the reserve fund 
© out of his wages during that time. 

If he has been employed’*for more than 103 weeks, and made 
his payment to the fund regularly, he may receive benefits for 20 
weeks during a calendar year.’ . 

And the amount of the benefits? Sixty-five per cent of the 
average weekly wage: not to exceed $15 a week, nor to be less 
~ than $7 a week. 

In practically all cases these benefits, 1 and when paid, will be 
rauch closer to $7 a weck (assuming that within 2 years the act is 
not amended. to allow the payment of a smaller minimum). This 
can easily be seen by the fact that the bill provides for the compu- 
tation of the normal working hours per week based on the average 
number worked in the preceding three years. Remember that wages 
are going’ down in the administration’s long range wage-cutting 
‘policy, and,that, eccording to canservative A. F. of L. figures, 
unemplcyme 7 is increasing, with no sign of improvement in sicht 

Contributions to the reserve fund are to begin January 1, 1936, 
and are to be made by appropriations by the State Legislature; by 


employers paying 3 per cent of their payrolls : and by workers paying 


1 per cent of wages, to be deducted by the employer. Let us 
examine these “‘fair’’ and “‘eauitable’’ provisions: 

First. workers should not be esked to: contribule to any unem- 
ploymen! insurance fund! Unemployment is caused by the greed and 
_chaos of the capitalist system-—ichich benefits the employing class at 
‘the expense of the workers! The eardeh of unemployment should 
rest squarely upon ihe shoulders of the capitalists and their govern- 
ment. 

As to the appropriations by the Legislature: Outside of an 
initial see ea of $100,000 asked for by the authors of the 
bill (which ts to be repaid to the Stale before Jan. 1, 1937) there 
are no stipu! ale d\ amount the Levicla ture Ip required to contributs at 
stated intervals, Quite to the contrary, e* Legislature may, at tts 
discretion, an fer money approprialed for this fund, to other funds 

And what, about ‘the three per cent of total wages paid, to be 
contributed by) the employer? What is to prevent the large-scale 
employer. whom.-this bill would affect, from cutting wages 3 per cent 
on one pretext! or another and thus making 3 per cent increased 
profits > Or firing three per cent of his employecs and speeding the 
rest up so that! producticn and profits ‘are; not affected? Or tacking 
the amount of his contibutions onto the ptice of his voods and thus 
passing the cost on ‘o ‘he. workers ? 

Now we come to the most vicious, anti-labor part of this 
“humanitarian” measure: the list of those mot eligible to receive the 
“benefits”. 

Workers who lose employment through “misconduct!” 

A worker who has the temerity to protest against bad working 
conditions, ar inhuman speed-up, or a wage cut, er any of a number 
of abuses, will be discharged for ‘‘misconduct’’——-and not eligible 

Workers who leave their jobs “voluntarily without good cause 
allribulable to the eniployer!” 

There are a thousand ways in which employers have forced 
militant workers to ‘“‘quit. voluntarily’’ through making the job un- 
bearable by petty persecutions. And who is the judge of the “‘good 
‘cause?’ The Unemployment Reserves Commission of the State— 
which is the court of ‘last resort. The composition of this Commis- 
sion, as will be pointed out, is ample guarantee that the interests of 
the employer will be adequately protected ! 

If the worker “IeftAis employment becduse of a trade dispute 
and continues oul of employment by reason of the faci that the trade 
dispute ts still in active progress in the establishment th which he was 
employed!” , 

IN OFHER WORDS, WORKERS WHO GO OUT ON 
STRIKI; FOR DECENT WAGES AND WORKING CON- 
DITIONS ARE. AT ONCE CUT OFF FROM PAYMENTS 
OF BENEFITS! 

“Tf without good cause, .he has refused Ho accepl suitable em- 
ployment when offered to him.’ 

_ IN OTHER WORDS, IF THE STATE EMPLOYMENT 
BUREAU OFFERS AN UNEMPLOED WORKER A JOB 
AS A SCAB, AND THAT WORKER REFUSES TO TAKE 
IT, HE-1S IMMEDIATELY CUT OFF THE ELIGIBLE. 
LISFK! WHAT A CONVENIENT SCAB-HERDING 
AGENCY THE STATE EMPLOYMENT BUREAU 
WILL BE! ; 

Then, of course, there is the residential qualification usually con- 
tained in measures of this kind—providing that a worker must have 
been a resident of the state for one year, and must have been em- 
ployed for 26 weeks during that. time, before being eligible for 
benefits.  * 

The Unemployment Reserves Commission provided for in this 
bill is to be composed of five appointees of that ultra-efficient strike- 
breaker Merriam, as follows: Two to represent. the interests of 
~*Jabor’’ (such as the burocrats Vandeleur and Scharrenberg, no 
doubt) ; one to represent the ‘state’ and the “‘public’’ (some close 
. pal of Merriam’s or Hatfield’s, of course); one to, represent the 
large employers, and another for the independent merchant and smal! 
employers! 

_ This is the Commission in whose léving hands this Bill would 
-enttust the interests of the workers of the state! 

The Bill in its entirety is notoriously anti-labor!
